Truer words wore never spoken than those of State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction Max Rafferty, who 
last week proposed creation of a commission to moderate 
the running feud between his office and Governor Brown’s 
State Board of Education. 

Everyone Interested in education will wish Dr. Rafferty 
luck in his efforts, but the prospects can hardly be con¬ 
sidered promising. Ever since Rafferty was elected over 
the opposition of the present members of the Board, that 
body has attempted to frustrate the Superintendent’s every 
move. 

The latest in a series of flagrantly political cposides 
occurred when the Board took the chairmanship away from 
a conference called by Dr. Rafferty to discuss de facto 
school segregation and assigned it to one of its members. 

The excuse given was that the Board disagreed with 
Rafferty’s eminently sensible remark that de facto segre¬ 
gation was primarily a neighborhood rather than a school 
problem. 

The “feud” is not likely to be ended, it appears evi¬ 
dent, until the members of the appointive Board of Educa¬ 
tion are willing to eschew partisan politics long enough 
to accept the fact that Dr. Rafferty was elected to office 
by the voters of California, and that they were not.
